AMERICAN MALTING COMPANY 
STOCKHOLDERS SUSTAIN THEM. 


Action at Annual Meeting in Jersey 
City Imsures Issuance of Additional 
Stock, $10,000,000 Each of Preferred 
and Common — Suits for Millions 
Are Pending Against Leaders on 
Charges of Irregular Dividends and 
Misappropriation of Stock, — 


New York, Nov. 12.—[{Special.})—At the 
annual meeting of the American Malting 
company, at Jersey City, today, the manage- 
ment won in the fight among the stockhold- 
ers. This means the adoption of the plan 
of the reorganization committee, which in- 
vcives the issuance of an additional $10,Q00,- | 
000 preferred and $10,000,000 common stock. 

The stockholders opposing this plan at- 
tacked the present management, and nom- 
inated a ticket of directors in opposition 
to those now in coritrol, ut the present board 
of directors, with one exception, was re- 
Directors Sued for Millions. 

Various suits are pending against former 
directors, involving about $2,500,000, to re- 
quire them to restore to the treasury of the 
company dividends alleged to have been paid 
out of capital, and to make good the damages 
caused by what are character as their 
unlawful acts. Anotier suit has been brought 
to compel the promoters to account to the 
company for $500,000 of preferred stock and 
$7,740,000 of common stock, a total of $8,240,- 
000 par value, alleged to have been misap- 
propriated. 

' Those who are contending for a change of 
management assert that the facts in relation 
to this last transaction reveal ‘‘ a peculiarly 
flagrant disregard of duty on the part of the 
promoters and an exceptional disposition to 
make an inordinate profit at the expense of 
the genera! stockholders."’

O'DONNELL GETS 
A SECOND TRIAL 
Administrator Wins 


After Conviction for Con- 
spiracy to Bribe Jury. 


SAME ORDER FOR BRADY. 


Verdict in Other Cases Approved, 
bat TWo Appeal from 


Patrick H. O'Donnell, former public admin- 
ietrator, and his law partner, James T. Brady, 
were granted new trials by a decision of the 
Appellate court, handed down rday. 
The court confirmed the sentences of Will- 
fam J. Gallagher, John O'Donnell, H. T. Law- 
rence, and Herbert Rothery, convicted with 


Ff ges and Brady of conspiracy to bribe 
ury. 


Judge Windes, who wrote the opinion, dif- 
fers from the majority of the court regarding 
Gallagher and John O'Donnell. They have 
taken an appeal to the Supreme court.- 


Instructions of Court Wrong. 


The verdict of the lower court is reversed 
on account of improper instructions by Judge 
Brentano, the introduction of inadmissibie 
evidence, and statements made to the jury 
by Assistant Prosecuting Attorney Barnes. 
Especial fault is found with the instruction 
that if O'Donnell and Brady had knowledge 
of the crime contemplated, without taking 
active part in carrying it out, they, also, were 
guilty of the conspiracy. 

It Was held as an error, also, t the jury 
was informed certain witne were un- 
willing ones, although the fact did not appear 
in the records, and that questions implying 
faults in the defendants not sustained by 
the proof were asked. Another error was 
that Prosecutor Barnes was allowed to refer 
to O’Donnell as a man whe had deserted his 
co and who had been untrue to his re- 


Criticises Penalties of Jury. 

Some criticism is made of the penalties im- 
posed by the jury, Gallagher being sent to 
the penitentiary and O’Donnell and Brady 
receiving fines. The court says: 

“When it is considered that O’Donhell 


and Brady, lawyers of recognized ability and | 


past high standing, ‘are found guilty of a 
conspiracy to corrupt a jury in a court of 


justice, if the evidence justifies such a find- 


ing, their punishment by both fine and im- 
prisonment to the extent of the law would 


“ The verdict of the jury as to these three 
defendants can, in our opinion, be accounted 
for only upon one of three hypotheses—viz. - 
either that the jury had a reasonable doubt of 
the guilt of P. H. O'Donnell and Brady or 
Was prejudiced against them by incom- 
petent evidence and the assistant state's 
attorney’s conduct, or that they were misied 
by the twenty-seventh instruction into be- 
lieving that guilt of a conspiracy was estab- 
lished by proof of previous knowledge there- 
of and a passive acquiescence therein with- 
out active participation of any kind. 

“ But Gallagher cannot be heard to claim 
for this reason alone he should be award- 
ed & new trial, if evidence clearly es- 
tablishes his guilt and that he was an active,
